.  INTRODUCTION

A. PURPOSE
The purpose of this Request for Proposal is to obtain sealed proposals to secure a contractor to provide
the heavy lift capability and transport of 252,120 Ibs. of Navy Gun parts from Dalgren, Virginia. to Lewes,
Delaware and to unload same at Cape Henlopen State Park.

1. COMPETITIVE SEALED PROPOSAL

It has been determined by Director, Government Support Services, pursuant to Delaware Code
Title 29, Chapter 6924 (a) that this solicitation be offered as a request for competitive sealed
proposals because the use of competitive sealed bidding is not practical and/or not in the best
interest of the State. The use of competitive sealed proposals is necessary to:

e Use a contract other than a fixed-price type; or

e Conduct oral or written discussions with vendors concerning technical and price aspects of their
proposals; or

.  SCOPE OF WORK

A. OVERVIEW

The vendor(s) shall provide all equipment, materials and labor to supplement the State of Delaware’s need
for heavy Lift and transport Cape Gun as described herein. The contract will require the vendor(s) to
cooperate with the ordering agency to insure the State receives the most current state-of-the-art material
and/or services.

B. BACKGROUND

Seller has obtained from the US Government the rights to obtain certain equipment that is located at
the Dahlgren Naval Weapons Station in Dahlgren, VA (“Dahlgren”). This equipment is being obtained
by the Division of Parks and Recreation to erect a complete display of a 16” USS Missouri Gun Barrel.
The 16” USS Missouri Gun Barrel is located at the Fort Miles historical site, which is located within the
Cape Henlopen State Park in Lewes, DE. Buyer encourages seller to visit both the Dahlgren Naval
Weapons site and the Fort Miles site to familiarize themselves with the site conditions, equipment and
labor needed to furnish buyer with a complete bid for the services outlined in the Scope of Work

C. STATEMENT OF NEEDS

SCOPE OF WORK:

Seller is to provide all cranes, rigging, mats, plate, equipment, materials, tractors, trailers, labor, etc. as
follows:

1. To load from the current resting place and position the cargo at Dahlgren, Virginia onto trailers for
final transport to Fort Miles, in Cape Henlopen State Park, Lewes, Delaware.

2. Seller is to provide the necessary tractors, trailers, permits, escorts, etc. as required by State and
local authorities to transport the cargo to Fort Miles in Delaware.

3. All cargo is to be unloaded from the trailers onto ground as directed by Division of Parks and
Recreation representatives.

D. DETAILED REQUIREMENTS

The technical requirements of this RFP are stated in Appendix A.
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. EORMAT FOR PROPOSAL

A.

INTRODUCTION

This section prescribes the mandatory format for the presentation of a proposal in response to this RFP.
Each vendor must provide every component listed in the order shown in this RFP, using the format
prescribed for each component. A proposal may be rejected if it is incomplete or conditional.

PROPOSAL RESPONSE

The Request for Proposal may contain pre-printed forms for use by the vendor in submitting its proposal.
The forms required by this solicitation shall be considered mandatory, prevailing documents.

When preprinted forms are used, the forms shall contain basic information such as description of the item
and the estimated quantities and shall have blank spaces for use by the vendor for entering information
such as unit bid price, total bid price, as applicable.

The vendor's proposal shall be written in ink or typewritten on the form provided, and any corrections or
erasures MUST be initialed by vendor’s representative completing the bid submission.

If items are listed with a zero quantity, vendor shall state unit price ONLY (intended for open end
purchases where estimated requirements are not known). The proposal shall show a total bid price for
each item bid and the total bid price of the proposal excluding zero quantity items.

Vendors’ proposal must respond to each and every requirement outlined in the RFP criteria in order to be
considered responsive. Proposals must be clear and concise.

NON-CONFORMING PROPOSALS

Non-conforming proposals will not be considered. Non-conforming proposals are defined as those that do
not meet the requirements of this RFP. The determination of whether an RFP requirement is substantive
or a mere formality shall reside solely within the State of Delaware.

CONCISE PROPOSALS

The State of Delaware discourages overly lengthy and costly proposals. It is the desire that proposals be
prepared in a straightforward and concise manner. Unnecessarily elaborate brochures or other
promotional materials beyond those sufficient to present a complete and effective proposal are not desired.
The State of Delaware’s interest is in the quality and responsiveness of the proposal.

COVER LETTER

Each proposal will have a cover letter on the letterhead of the company or organization submitting the
proposal. The cover letter must briefly summarize the Vendor's ability to provide the services specified in
the RFP. The cover letter shall be signed by a representative who has the legal capacity to enter the
organization into a formal contract with Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control

Each proposal must contain a detailed description of how the vendor will provide the goods and services
outlined in this RFP. This part of the proposal may also include descriptions of any enhancements or
additional services or qualifications the vendor will provide that are not mentioned in this RFP.

U. DISCREPANCIES AND OMISSIONS

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IV. PROPOSAL EVALUATION PROCEDURES

A. GENERAL ADMINISTRATION

1. STATE’S RIGHT TO REJECT PROPOSALS

Department of Natural Resources reserves the right to reject any or all proposals in whole or in part, to
make multiple awards, partial awards, award by types, item by item, or lump sum total, whichever is
determined to be the most advantageous to the State of Delaware. Vendors submitting proposals may
be afforded an opportunity for discussion. Vendors may be requested to provide a best and final offer
during the negotiation process. Negotiations may be conducted with responsible Vendors who submit
proposals found to be reasonably likely to be selected for award. The contents of any proposal shall
not be disclosed so as to be available to competing vendors during the negotiation process.

2. STATE’S RIGHT TO CANCEL SOLICITATION

The State of Delaware reserves the right to cancel this solicitation at any time during the procurement
process, for any reason or for no reason.

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5. PUBLIC OPENING OF PROPOSALS

The proposals shall be publicly opened at the time and place specified by the Agency. Vendors or
their authorized representatives are invited to be present.

6. DISQUALIFICATION OF VENDORS

Any one or more of the following causes may be considered as sufficient for the disqualification of a
vendor and the rejection of its proposal or proposals:

e. If the unit prices are obviously unbalanced either in excess or below reasonable cost analysis
values.

f. If there are any unauthorized additions, interlineations, conditional or alternate bids or
irregularities of any kind which may tend to make the proposal incomplete, indefinite, or
ambiguous as to its meaning.

g. Non-attendance of mandatory pre-bid meetings shall be cause of disqualification.

7. AUTHORITY OF AGENCY

On all questions concerning the interpretation of specifications, the acceptability and quality of material
furnished and/or work performed, the classification of material, the execution of the work, and the
determination of payment due or to become due, the decision of the Agency shall be final and binding.

8. OR EQUAL (PRODUCTS BY NAME)

Specifications of products by name are intended to be descriptive of quality or workmanship, finish and
performance. Desirable characteristics are not intended to be restrictive. Substitutions of products for
those named will be considered provided the vendor certifies that the function, characteristics,
performance and endurance qualities of the material offered is equal or superior to that specified.

B. RESPONSIVENESS AND RESPONSIBILITY OF VENDOR

Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control shall award this contract to the most
responsible and responsive vendor who best meets the terms and conditions of the proposal.

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1. Rejection of individual proposals. -- A proposal may be rejected for 1 or more of the following
reasons:

a. The person responding to the solicitation is determined to be nonresponsive or non-responsible;

2. Vendors whose proposals are rejected as non-responsive shall be notified in writing about the
rejection.

All Vendors will be afforded the same or similar
opportunities, as necessary, and will be treated with equal regard before such determinations are
finalized.

Request modification to proposals from any or all vendors during the contract review and negotiation.
¢ Negotiate any aspect of the proposal with any vendor and negotiate with more than one vendor at the
same time.
Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control reserves the right to reject any or all bids in
whole or in part, to make multiple awards, partial awards, award by types, item by item, or lump sum total,
whichever may be most advantageous to the State of Delaware.

SURETY: The corporate body which is bound with and for the contract, or which is liable, and which

Proof of
specifications compliance will be the responsibility of the vendor.

3. EXAMINATION OF SPECIFICATIONS AND PROVISIONS

The Vendor shall examine carefully the proposal and the contract forms for the material contemplated.
The Vendor shall investigate and satisfy itself as to the conditions to be encountered, quality and
guantities of the material to be furnished, and the requirements of any Special Provisions in the RFP
and the contract. The submission of a proposal shall be conclusive evidence that the Vendor has made
examination of the aforementioned conditions.

4. PRICES QUOTED

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5. PUBLIC INSPECTION OF PROPOSALS

All documents submitted as part of the vendor’s proposal will be deemed confidential during the
evaluation process. Vendor proposals will not be available for review by anyone other than the State
of Delaware/Proposal Evaluation Committee or its designated agents. There shall be no disclosure of
any vendor’s information to a competing vendor prior to award of the contract.

The State of Delaware is a public agency as defined by state law, and as such, it is subject to the
Delaware Freedom of Information Act, 29 Del. C. Ch. 100. Under the law, all the State of Delaware’s
records are public records (unless otherwise declared by law to be confidential) and are subject to
inspection and copying by any person. Vendor(s) are advised that once a proposal is received by the
State of Delaware and a decision on contract award is made, its contents will become public record
and nothing contained in the proposal will be deemed to be confidential except proprietary information.

Vendor(s) shall not include any information in their proposal that is proprietary in nature or that they
would not want to be released to the public. Proposals must contain sufficient information to be
evaluated and a contract written without reference to any proprietary information. If a vendor feels that
they cannot submit their proposal without including proprietary information, they must adhere to the
following procedure or their proposal may be deemed unresponsive and will not be recommended for
selection.

If any term or provision of this Agreement is found by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid,
illegal or otherwise unenforceable, the same shall not affect the other terms or provisions hereof or
the whole of this Agreement, but such term or provision shall be deemed modified to the extent
necessary in the court's opinion to render such term or provision enforceable, and the rights and
obligations of the parties shall be construed and enforced accordingly, preserving to the fullest
permissible extent the intent and agreements of the parties herein set forth.

8. PERMITS AND LICENSES

All necessary permits, licenses, insurance policies, etc. required by local, State or Federal laws, shalll
be provided by the Vendor at its own expense.
